Students Must Complete Second | 
Semester Registration Before Finals Against Fletcher 


“All students must complete second semester regis- 
tration before the final exams begin this semester,” it was 
announced today: by Genevieve Humiston, SAC Registrar. 
Exams will begin on January 23, and second semester in- 
struction will start on January 30. 


Completion of reigstration by 
that time is necessary because the 
counselors and _ the . registrar’s 
office will be busy during exams. 
“Come early,” Miss Humiston ad- 
vised. ‘‘Students should carefully 
consider their objectives, define 
their plans, and make the study 
list proceed in a definite direc- 
tion.” 

Although it is too early for 
totals to be available, registration 
is. progressing rapidly, and classes 
are shaping up. 

Begins With Appointment 

Registration begins with an ap- 
pointment with a counselor. With 
his aid and apprvoal, a study list 
of second semester courses is made 
by the ‘student. Counselor appoint- 
ments and detailed registration in- 
formation will be furnished stu- 
dents at the switchboard in F59.. 


It is necessary that all students 
who are changing thier majors, 
either the department or curricula, 
file a petition for change of major 
with the Registrar. This must be 
approved by the counselor before 
registration may be completed. 


No new classes may be added 
for credit after February 10. 


Graduating sophomores must 
complete a petition for candidacy 
for graduation, stating the depart- 
ment and curricula_in which they 
majored, and signed as the di- 
ploma should read. The petition is

Life Science Class 
Has Little Museum

A “Little Museum” has been 
started in building L, evolving 
from class interest and voluntary 
contributions from members of the 
Life Sciences class, it was stated 
today by Henry Joseph Lirette, in- 
structor. The Life Sciences course, 
new at SAC this year, surveys 
general biology for non-science 
majors. 


The museum, housed in a room 
adjacent to Lirette’s office, is 
making a start with shelf displays. 
As contributions continue to pour 
in, however, larger exhibits and 
even a few showcases are hoped 
for. Also, a small herbarium of 
living plans will be started. 

Any interested students are in- 
vited to view the exhibits, assem- 
bled from such items as fossilized 
remnants of animal, insect, and 
plant life, mule deer horns, aba- 
lone shells, geologic formations, 
sea shells, and samples of plant 
life. Fossil displays are predomi- 
nant at present, tying in with class 
studies on evolution of life forms 
and formation of fossils. 

One of the most interesting and 
rare exhibits is a group of fossil- 
ized plant and leaf specimens, dis- 
covered by SAC student Ray Hull. 
Ray was on a hunting trip near, 
Lake Elsinore, and sat down to 
rest a bit. Noticing the odd tracery 
in the rocks nearby, he investi- 


gated further and spotted some 
fossil leaf imprints. Upon return- 
tng to SAC, he disclosed his find- 
ings to J. Russell Bruff, science 
instructor here, who told Lirette. 
Lirette and Ray returned to the 
spot, and Lirette gathered the col- 
lection. 

Other interesting displays  in- 
clude a split*boulder from Mod- 
jeska canyon, containing fossilized 
sea shells in their natural colors; 
a trap-door-spider’s tunnel com- 
plete with hinged door; and corals 
from the Solomon islands. There 
are also petrified wood from Santa 
Maria and Arizona; pumice com- 
posed of lava foam from Alaska; 
and an Alaskan’ wild-flower col- 
lection.
